Stenhomalus koshunensis n. sp. 


. Brownish testaceous ; head brown; eyes very large, closely 
approximated above and below; antennae longer than the body 
with long; erect hairs except the basal joint. Prothorax brownish 
testaceous, narrowed strongly towards the. base, with two obtuse 
tubercules on each side near the base and middle; posterior 
tubercules much larger than the anterior ones. l 

Elytra testaceous, with a cup-shaped 
dark brownish mark which occupies the 
anterior half and contains a V-shaped, tes- 
taceous band; there is an irregular, longi- . 
tudinal band at the posterior half of each 
elytron, running along the posterior margin 
of the cup-shaped mark and the suture; 
tip of the elytra brown. All the legs testa- 
ceous except the middle part of the femora 


which are pitchy brown. 
Stenhomalus koshunensis

This species is closely allied to ©. tai- 
wanus MATSUSHITA, but easily distinguished 
from it by the pattern on the elytra, length of the body and 
form of the prothorax. 

Length: 9.5mm. 
Locality. Formosa (Kuraru, June 1932) 
Type: 1 male, in the author’s collection.

Xylotrechus nipponicus n. sp. 


The largest and remarkable species in the group Clytini 

from Japan. 

Head testaceous with short thick hairs, marked above with 
a black median grove extending between the eyes and antennal 
sockets. Antennae short, reaching the base of elytra; scapes, 
pedicel, third and fourth segments brownish, others pitchy brown. 
Prothorax almost spherical and: black ; pro- 
notum covered with many short thick yel- 
lowish hairs excepting +—-shaped part at 
the middle. l 

Elytra covers the abdomen, and black 
with five transverse, testaceous bands ; first 
band at the base forms X-shaped mark 
with the second band; second band A- 
shaped ; tip of the elytra testaceous. 

The underside of the thorax pitchy 
black and the venter of the abdomen pltehy

brown, excepting with thick yellowish hairs 
on the posterior part of all the segments. All the legs pitchy 
brown and the middle part of all the femora tinged with black. 
This species is somewhat allied to X. chinensis CHEVROLAT, but 

easily distinguished from it by many points, especially the pattern 
on the elytra and prothorax, and width of the body. 

Length: 26 mm., Width: 9mm.
